TRIED TO SAVE THEIR HOARD.

WIFE IN THE HOSPITAL AND HUS- 
BAND ON GUARD. 


Tent Burned and the Couple Who Lived 
in It Were Badly Scorched While 
Trying to Save the Money 
They Had Hid. 


Mrs. Bridget Pentent’s life may be sac- 
rificed owing to her determined effort to 
Save money that she had concealed in her 
canvas home in a graders’ camp on Union 
av., between Delmar and Fairmount, 
Thursday morning. 

She is covered with burns, as is her 
husband, Jerry. He insists on remaining 
near the hiding-place of his savings, al- 
though the thermometer is below zero and 
he is suffering intensely from burns. His 
Wife Is at tne City Hospital. 

There are three tents in the camp and 
much hay is stored near by, also several! 
wagons. 

Mr. and Mrs. Pentent, each of whom is 
over 60 years old, were cooking, about 8:30 
o’colck, when a draft that blew in from a 
loose tent flap, sent a wisp of hay into the 
flames and then blew it into some rubbish. 
The board-covered tent was in flames a Min- 
ute later. 

Pentent rushed outside towards a barrel 
of water, carrying a bucket and giving the 
alarm to the graders, His wife began 
fumbling under the furniture in order to 
rescue money, whose existence nobody but 
the couple were aware of. 

The flames shot skyward, 
did not cmerge. 

“For God's sake, come out, Bridget,”’ 
yelled her husband. “Let the money go,” 

“I must get those gold pieces,’’ came the 
smothered cry from under the tumbling 
woodwork and canvas. 

Pentent dropped his bucket and pushed 
his way into the blazing tent, determined 
to drag’ nis“wife out. Her clothes were 
burning when he reached her, but as the 
flames leaped about her she wildiy flour- 
ished two $100-bills and. with remarkable 
presence of mind slipped them into her bo- 
som before the flames destroyed the green- 
backs; Pentent and others rolled her on 
the ground and smothered the flames. 

The lower part of her body was blis- 


tered and Pentent’s hands and nose were 
badly scorched.

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RUST NOT THE CAUSE. 


It is pow claimed that the rotting of beef supplied to the 
army, some of which ig now being offered to the starving 
people of Havana, was caused by the damp Cuban climate 
causing rust to eat away the cans and allow air to penetrate. 

The body of these cans is preserved from rust by a coating 
of tin, and tin Goes not rust in a damp climate. The joints are 
soldered, and solder does not rust. 

Besides this, heef cans are usually protected by a wash of 
paint cr enamel, put on over the tin. And over this there is 
generally a paper label which offers further protection. 

With the tins thus covered, it is quite possible that a few 
of them might become battered and scratched to such an, 
tent as to allow rust to penetrate to the iron and gra 
eat its way through. This, however, would be a’slow r 
and could only happen to cans that had been taken ¢ 
cases and roughly handled. 

That entire cases, as originally packed, were found rottem@, 
is evidence either that the meat was unfit for canning WH 
put up, or that the cans were of very inferior quality. 
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Vast quantities of canned meats are handled by Southern 


grocers in the summer months, and they do not discover whole 
cases rotten. In fact, they expect to have no more trouble 
with canned goods than grocers further North have to con- 
tend with. Yet the climate of Florida and the Gulf Coast 
during summer is very similar to that of Cuba. 

If rust did tite mischief, who is to blame for furnishing cans 
that were not normally rust proof?

CHINESE . FINALLY ROUTED. 


SIX MEN LOST FROM THE STEAM- 
ER KINSHIU MARU. 


Lieut. Hobson Passed Through: Kobe 
and Received an Ovation From 
the Young People’s 
Societies. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Feb. 9.—The Em- 
press of Japan arrived yesterday from 
Hong Kong and Yokohama. 

Chinese rebels recently raidead Kueil Fu. 
Several hundred children under the care of 
Roman Catholics were seized and drowned. 
Later advices from Formosa state that the 
insurgents were finally repulsed at Chos- 
husho by the Japanese guards, who recov- 
ered the city. About 80 insurgents were 
wounded. 

Mail advices say that the steamer Kin- 
shiu Maru, which sailed from Seattle, Dec. 
28, lost six men overboard on her trip 
across. When two days out the wind blew 
a fog from the northeast, with mountain- 
ous seas. Some of the crew, led by Mr. 


Laprack, chief officer, secured hatch cov- 
ers and all movable fittings on the after- 
deck, when a ‘heavy sea broke on board, 
completely filling the afterdeck and wash. 
ing overboard the apprentice officer and 
four sailors. Capt. Brady at once put 
about in search of the men, but could not 
find them. Several companion ways of the 
vessel were carried away, besides large 
pieces of bulwarks. 

Lord Beresford left Yokohama Jan. 25 for 
San Francisco on the steamer American 
Maru, 

At Kobe, Jan. 18, the City of Peking 
narrowly escaped total loss by colliding 
with the Japanese gunboat Amagi. A num- 
ber of her lifeboats and davits and feet 
of bulwark rail were carried away. Pas- 
sengers say the order maintained on board 
at the time of the collision was splendid 
and they paid high tribute to Capt. Smith’s 
coolness and seamanship. 

Sir Claude MacDonald has obtained of- 
ficial assurance from the Tsung Li Yamen 
that China will not alienate the northern 
extension railroad to any foreign power. 

Dispatches received from Hang Chow re- 
port a rising among a rowdy class belong- 
ing to the Tung Lunsien, Yen Chow, pre- 
fecture of Che Kiang, against the native 
converts of the American mission, result- 
ing in the burning of the mission chapel 
and the wounding of two converts. It is 
stated that the project to extend the branch 
of the Hang Kow-Canton Railway to Ku- 
kien, for which Americans agreed to ad- 
vance a loan, has been abandoned. 

Lieut. Hobson passed through Kobe on 
his way to Manila. He delivered an ad- 
dress to the Young People’s Societies con- 
nected with the various Chr'stian missions, 
At the conclusion of the address the Mer- 
rimac hero was accorded an ovation, all 
the children rising and shouting ‘“‘Banzai’’ 
for the American officer. 

It is learned from official sources that 
the Japanese Government intends to make 
no distinction between the subjects of va- 
r_ous wers in the matter of travel after 
next July. 

A Peking dispatch states that the Brit- 
ish Government has advised the Chinese 
Government not to eoncede the extension 
of the French settlement at Shanghai under 
any circumstances, adding that Great Brit- 
fain will assist China to oppose any pres- 
sure and resist any threats France may 
exercise. 

Russ.an troops stationed tn Port Arthur 
to the number of 20,000 were preparing to 
pass the winter under tents. éwing to the 
severe weather the tents afford scant shel- 
ter to the men, great numbers of whom are 
sufferin from frostbites. Several have 
died. The Commander-in-Chief has tn con- 
sequence given instructions for the erection 
of barracks.

NOW HELD BY OUR TROOPS. 


PEACE EMISSARY TO OTIS WAS 
NOT FROM AGUINALDO. 


A Few Insurgents Are Still Massed in 
Front of the American Lines, 
but There Is No Fight- 
ing To-Day. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Gen. Otis cables 
his summary of his losses in the battles 
about Manila as follows: 

Killed—Three officers,. 56 enlisted men. 
Wounded—Eight officers, 199 enlisted men. 
Missing—Two enlisted men. Total loss, 268. 


MANILA, Feb. 9.—5:50 p. m.—The Fill- 
pinos have set fire to the town of San 
Roque. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day received the following dis- 
patch: 

“Manila, Feb. 9.—After continued inter- 
ference and imtimidation of our workmen, I 
ordered armed insurgents to leave San 
Roque by nme o’clock this morning. They 
left during the night, a few remaining, who 
burned the village this morning. It is now 
occupied by our troops, All quiet. 

“DEWBLEY.” 

San Roque is a village on the neck of 
land connecting Cavite and the mainland 
of Luzon. 

The Government's advices from Manila 
confirms the belief that the fighting, for the 
present at least, is over. Truro dispatches 
say that Aguinaldo’s request for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and a conference with Otis 
was not brought to Manila by a credited 
representative of Aguinaldo. 


THIRTY DEAD FILIPINOS. 


The Number Slain in the Skirmish at 
Caloocan. 

MANILA, Feb. 9.—Thirty deaed F‘lipino 
warriors were counted after the skirmish 
at Caloocan. The bodies lay in the brush. 
The gunboats Concerd and Callao kept up 
an incessant fire from the bay, the Concord 
dropping many shells into the town with 
telling effect. In order to avoid accidents 
from this source, Gen. Ot.s was compelled 
to recall the Kansas battalion, after burn- 
ing the outskirts of the town. Either the 
shells of the American warships or’ the 
natives themselves fired a number of build- 
ings within the town lim.ts. Presumably 
this was the result of the shelling. No 
further attempt to attack during the night 
wae made by either side. 

The American line has not been appreci- 
ably extended, and the troops generally 
are taking a much needed rest. Recon- 
noissances show that the Filipinos are in 
force in the villages of Pasig and Parana- 
que, probably 700 men at the latter place, 
within stron fortifications. 

The provost guard is in absolute control 


‘of Manila. <All fears of the native uprising 


in the city were dispelled by the prompti- 
tude which quelled the outbreak Monday 
evening. The streets were desertéd last 
evennig by 8 o’clock, and not a jight was to 
be seen in the native quarters.. 

The Filipinos, accustomed to Spanish 
methods, are constantly inquiring of the 
American soldiers when the prisoners are 
to be executed. They seem unable to realize 
that orders have not already been issued 
for the execution. Indeed, headquarters is 
besieged by women anxious to plead for the 
lives of their relatives and friends. 

The enemy is obviously concentrated at 
Paranaque. Gen. King’s brigade, which in- 
cludes the First California Infantry, First 
Idaho Infantry, Firet Wyoming Infantry 
and First Infantry, has been compelled to 
destroy the village of San Padro Macate, 
as the natives, moving from house to 
house, fired from the windows as the Amer- 
icans advanced. The Fourth Cavalry has 
hugely enjoyed foraging for food. All that 
is left of Pacom and Santa Ana is occupied 
by the Californians. 

The Tennesseeans have just sailed for 
Tloilo on the transport St. Paul. Brigadier 
General Miller’s forces now consist of Bat- 
tery G of the Sixth Artillery, the Eigh- 
teenth Regular Infantry, another battalion 
and half a signal company, with the Balti- 
more, Boston and Petrel. 


SCHLEY AND SAMPSON 


WHY SECRETARY LONG STANDS 
BY THE LATTER. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Officials of the 
Navy Department maintain the greatest 
secrecy as to Secretary Long’s reply to 
an explanation of the nomination for ad- 
vancement of Rear Admiral Sampson, over 
Rear Admiral Schley. However, some de- 
tails have been obtained. The Secretary 
received on Monday the data and ex- 
planatory remarks of the board, consisting 
of “et R. D. Evans, formerly command- 
ing the lowa; Capt. Henry, commanding 
the Indiana; Lieut. J. H. Sears, flag lieu- 
tenant on the staff of Admiral] Schley, and 
Ensign H. H. Ward of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation.

A number of the leading business 
m f the town had agreed that if the 
Commercial Club was converted into a so- 
celal club they would withdraw from it and 

form a business men’s club of their own. 

The adoption of the social feature makes 
it necessary for the club to have larger 
quarters. The club's headquarters are now 
in the First National Bank building. At 
Monday might’s: meeting offers were re- 
eeived of additional rooms in the bank 
building, of the second floor of the Post- 
office and the Armory Hall. 

President Halstead referred the proposi- 
tions to the Board of Directors, but John 
lewis, Sr., intimated that the directors 
eould not be ertrusted with the responsi- 
bility of making the selection because one 
or two of them were connected with the 
bank building, and on his motion a special 
committee wae appointed. This led to 
Chpt.

ARBITRATION: L LAW CHANGES. 


Illinois Board Suggests Several 


Amendments to the Assembly. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Feb. 9.—The State 
Board of Arbitration will ask the Legisla- 
ture to make several changes in the arbi- 
tration law.
